Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Keport  on  the 
Health  of  the  Eural  Sanitary  District  of  Bridlington  for  the  year  1895. 

Your  District  covers  a wide  area,  it  includes  the  three  Registration 
Sub-Districts  of  Hunmanby,  Skipsea,  and  the  Rural  part  of  Bridlington.  It 
lias  an  area  of  60,145  acres,  or  a little  more  than  100  square  miles,  and  a 
population  numbering  by  esti  nadon  8,235,  unevenly  distributed  in  various 
villages  and  hamlets,  from  13  at  Auhurn  to  1309  at  Hunmanby. 
Its  superficial  contour  is  on  the  North  hilly  and  bold,  consisting  of  the 
spur  of  the  Wolds  which  runs  Eastwards  to  form  Flamborough  Head, 
and  towards  the  South  shelves  gradually  into  the  low  lying  undulating 
alluvial  country  of  Holderness.  There  is  a good  sub-soil  of  sand  and 
gravel  covered  by  a deep  layer  of  alluvium,  excepting  in  some  parts  on  the 
highest  parts  of  the  Wolds  where  the  chalk  comes  close  up  to  the  surface 
as  at  Flamborough,  Speeton,  Thwing,  Wold  Newton,  and  on  the  South 
near  the  sea  where  the  soil  is  thin.  The  pursuits  of  the  population  are 
mostly  connected  with  agriculture,  excepting  at  Flamborough  where  a 
proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  fishing.  The  population  at 
the  Census  in  1891  shows  a reduction  of  nearly  1,000  in  the  ten  years 
1881-91  by  emigration,  but  I think  from  the  number  of  births  and  the 
small  death-rate  this  decrease  has  not  been  continuous  during  the  first 
half  of  the  current  decade  and  that  the  estimated  population  given  above 
pretty  accurately  states  the  amount  of  population  under  your  administration.

The  past  year  has  been  without  noticeable  event  so  far  as  the  scope 
of  this  report  goes,  excepting  some  excess  in  Zymotic  Disease  which 
receives  comment  farther  on  ; and  a general  tendency  to  a slightly  higher 
birth-  and  death-rate  than  in  the  year  previous.  This  slight  rise  was 
common  to  the  Country  generally  and  was  the  natural  sequence  of  the 
extraordinary  low  birth-  and  death-rates  which  prevailed  in  1894.  Taking 
the  year  altogether  we  experienced  very  seasonable  weather.  The  cold  at 
intervals  during  the  early  months  was  very  severe  and  several  heavy  falls 
of  snow  occurred,  whilst  in  the  later  spring  months  and  throughout  the 
summer  we  were  favoured  with  brilliant  sunshine,  the  mild  temperature  of 
autumn  continuing,  with  the  exception  of  a sharp  frost  or  two  in  October 
and  November,  quite  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  We  had  a crop  of 
Influenza  in  the  spring,  but  the  disease  was  mild  and  I find  only  one  death 
attributed  directly  to  this  malady.  In  February  and  March  we  had  an 
epidemic  of  Measles  at  Flamborough,  Burton  Agnes  and  Thwing,  and  I 
found  it  necessary  to  close  the  Elementary  Schools  at  those  places  for 
three  weeks  each,  a course  which  had  the  effect  of  checking  any  further 
spread.  A few  scattered  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid,  and  Measles, 
appeared  in  different  parts  of  the  district  during  the  summer,  and  in  the 
autumn  several  cases  of  Typhoid  occurred  at  Hunmanby;  and  in  December 
several  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  a couple  of  Houses  at  Eeighton,  fortunately  not 
of  a severe  type  and  the  mortality  has  been  light. 

I have  during  the  past  year  visited  almost  every  part  of  the  District, 
and  have  caused  to  be  reported  to  you  such  insanitary  conditions  as  I have 
noticed.  I would  especially  in  this  connection  point  out  how  necessary  it 
is  that  the  Eural  Council  should  see  that  any  orders  made  are  followed  up 
until  compliance  with  the  same  has  been  secured.  Unless  this  is  done 
very  little  benefit  will  accrue,  and  the  Sanitary  Authority  will  receive  but 
little  credit  for  much  labour. 

The  shallow  well  sunk  by  the  Eural  Council  at  Skipsea  has  proved  a 
failure,  the  analysis  showing  that  it  received  little  beyond  top-drainage. 
Wells  intended  to  supply  drinking  water  should  be  sunk  well  below  the  clay, 
and  the  first  fifteen  or  twenty  feet  of  brickwork — or  more  if  the  clay  is  not 
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reached  at  that  depth — should  be  steined  with  cement,  and  a good  thick- 
ness of  clay  puddle  laid  outside  for  the  same  depth.  Borings  should  then 
be  carried  down  until  pure  water  is  obtained.  Since  writing  the  above  I 
find  that  this  recommendation  has  been  to  a certain  extent  adopted. 

I have  had,  on  several  occasions  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
condition  of  Hunmanby  village,  and  as  the  last  time  I did,  considerable 
doubt  was  expressed  as  to  the  correctness  of  my  statements  and  the 
validity  of  my  strictures  I have  begun  and  with  the  assistance  of  Inspector 
Oke,  am  carrying  out  a house  to  house  inspection  at  this  place — the 
results  of  which  I shall  embody  in  a supplemental  report  soon  I trust  to  be 
placed  in  your  hands. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  ENGLAND  & WALES. 

The  following  brief  summary  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  England  and 
Wales  for  1895,  taken  from  the  Eegistrar  General’s  Keport  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1895,  may  here  be  inserted  for  comparative  purposes  : — • 

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1895  was  30’3  per  1000  of  the 
population,  which  although  higher  thau  the  low  rates  of  1890  and  1894  is 
lower  than  any  other  rate  on  record,  and  0'9  per  1000  below  the  average 
in  the  ten  years  1885-94. 

The  death-rate  in  1895  was  18-7  per  1000  which  shows  an  increase  of 
2.1  per  1000  on  the  low  rate  of  the  preceding  year  ; but  it  is  0*2  below  the 
average  of  the  ten  years  1885-94. 

The  rate  of  mortality  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to  1000 
registered  births  was  161,  the  mean  proportion  in  the  ten  years  1885-94 
having  been  146. 

The  deaths  from  disease  of  the  Zymotic  class  correspond  to  a rate  of 
2- 14  per  1000  living,  against  2-52  and  1-81  respectively  in  the  preceding 
two  years.

MAEEIAGES. 

There  were  34  marringes  performed  in  the  District  in  the  year  1895 — ■ 
being  8-28  persons  married  to  each  1,000  of  the  population,  being  consider- 
ably below  the  average  marriage-rate  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  ten 
years  1884-93  which  was  14'9. 


BIETHS  AND  BIETH-EATES. 

There  were  224  births  registered  in  1895  against  217,  234,  and  221  in 
the  three  years  immediately  preceding  the  birth-rate  of  27-2  for  the  Eural 
District,  being  3 1 below  that  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  past  year,  and 
1-83  above  that  of  the  District  for  the  year  1894.

DEATHS  AND  DEATH-EATES. 

There  were  97  deaths  during  the  year  properly  belonging  to  the 
District,  against  96, 103,  and  106  for  the  three  preceding  years.  The  death- 
rate  for  the  District  was  12T4  per  1,000  living,  being  6-56  below  the 
death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  for  1895,  and  0*38  above  the  District 
mortality  rale  in  1894.

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  gross  mortality  of  the  Rural 
District  arranged  according  to  age,  sex,  locality,  disease,  and  period  of  the 
year. 

Disease : — Thirteen  deaths  were  due  to  Diarrhoea,  Scarlet  Fever, 
IMeasles  and  Whooping  Cough  winch  belong  to  the  “ Seven  Principal 
Zymotic  Diseases,”  and  give  a Zymotic  death-rate  of  3-82  for  Rural 
Bridlington,  1-07  for  Hunmanby,  and  1'02  for  Skipsea  sub-districts 
respectively,  the  total  furnishing  a District  Zymotic  rate  of  1-82  per 
1,000  living,  being  1-58  above  the  rate  for  1891.  The  chkf  causes  of  death 
in  1895  w^ere  Disease  of  Brain  and  Spinal  Cord  and  the  general  systemic 
break-up  known  as  “ Old  Age  ” wiiich  had  13  and  10  deaths  recorded  to 
them  respectively  against  8 and  12  in  1894  ; whilst  Disease  of  Heart  and 
Blood  Vessels  shows  a mortality  this  year  of  only  5,  against  10  in  1894, 


and  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy  claimed  8 victims  in  1895  against 
20  in  the  immediately  preceding  year.  The  remaining  groups  also  show 
that  the  mortality  was  more  evenly  distributed  amongst  the  various 
disease-groups  in  the  past  year  than  in  the  one  before. 
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From  birth  to  15  years  of  age  there  were  36  deaths  in  both  years,  and 
from  15  to  GO  there  were  19  deaths  in  1895  and  25  in  1894,  whilst  the 
mortality  amongst  those  who  had  attained  60  years  and  upwards  shows  an 
excess  of  7 over  the  total  for  1894.  The  27  infantile  deaths  are  equivalent 
to  a ratio  of  120-5  per  1000  live  births,  being  40*5  below  the  ratio  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1895,  and  19-5  below  the  mean  avarage  ratio  of 
the  decennium  1885-94  for  the  country  generally.  Of  these  27  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  8 or  29  6 per  centum  were  children  born 
out  of  wedlock. 

Our  heaviest  mortality  this  year  as  in  the  preceding,  occurred  in  the 
first  quarter,  for  which  we  may  account  by  the  prevalence  of  Influenza  at 
this  period;  although  only  one  death  in  1895  and  two  in  1894  are 
directly  attributed  to  this  cause.  1'he  effects  of  the  epidemic  disease  are 
not  uncommonly  shown  less  by  a high  Influenza  death-rate  than  by  greater 
proneness  to  other  maladies  and  lowered  powers  of  resistance  to  them.

In  the  above  table  the  years  1891  and  1894  give  illustrations  of  both 
direct  and  indirect  Influenza  mortality.  In  the  former  the  prevalence  and 
morbidity  of  the  epidemic  disease  was  great,  its  symptoms  were  unfamiliar 
and  its  complications  and  sequelae  were  not  well  known — hence  the  direct 
mortality  was  heavy  as  shown  by  11  deaths,  and  that  the  indirect  results 
of  the  disease  were  equally  fatal  is  seen  in  the  swollen  death  roll  from  • 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  and  an  increase  above  the  average  in 
fatal  cases  of  Consumption.  The  year  1894  although  prolific  in  Influenza 
has  only  two  deaths  directly  attributed  to  this  cause,  whilst  per  contra 
we  have  an  augmented  mortality  from  Respiratory  diseases,  and  the  deaths 
from  Consumption  are  more  than  twice  the  3marly  average  of  the 
quinquennium  1891-95.  From  which  we  draw  the  deduction  that  the 
milder  an  Influenza  epidemic  is,  the  less  regarded  are  its  latent  powers  of 
mischief,  and  the  heavier  is  the  indirect  mortality  pro  rata.

The  bulk  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  in  a couple  of  houses  at 

Eeighton,  and  the  others  were  odd  cases  scattered  in  the  District the 

Measles  was  at  Burton  Agnes,  Thwing  and  Flamborough,  and  the  immediate 
environs  of  those  villnges,  whilst  most  of  the  Enteric  Fever  occurred  in 
the  village  of  Hunmanby.  The  usual  practice  was  adopted  in  the  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Enteric  Fever  of  visiting  the  houses  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  notification,  and  given  specific  instructions  as  to  isolation  and 
disinfection,  and  as  before  mentioned  three  elementary  schools  were  closed 
during  the  epidemic  of  Measles.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1886. 

I have  received  no  special  communication  with  regard  to  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  during  the  past  year,  and  presume  they  are  in  the  same  condition 
as  at  the  date  of  my  previous  Annual  Eeport  and  are  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  relating  to  them.  I may  remind  the 
Council  that  it  is  incumbent  on  the  Sanitary  Authority  periodically  to 
revise  the  register  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  and  to  make,  as  occasion  may 
require,  such  alteration  in  the  Bye-laws  as  the  working  of  them  may  have 
shown  to  be  necessary.

VACCINATION. 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  30th  June,  1895,  there  were  registered  in 
the  District  of  the  Superintendent  Eegistrar  484  births — of  these  359  were 
successfully  vaccinated,  40  died  unvaccinated,  3 were  postponed  by  Medical 
Certificate,  4 were  remov.  d to  Districts  of  which  the  Vaccination  Officer 
was  duly  apprised,  wbi  72  were  left  unvaccinated  on  the  80th  January, 
1896,  or  14-87  per  cent  of  the  total  births.

These  figures  show  a steadily  increasing  number  of  persons  unprotect- 
ed by  vaccination,  who  will  readily  become  victims  when  exposed  to  the 
virulent  infection  of  Small  Pox,  and  as  the  death-rate  from  Small  Pox 
amongst  the  unvaccinated  is  over  40  of  those  attacked,  a fearful 

harvest  of  death  and  disfigurement  will  be  the  result  of  present  supineness, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  unnecessary  expenditure  of  money,  and  the  loss  of 
labour  as  the  result  of  such  sickness. 

SANITATION. 

Mr.  Oke,  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  informs  me  that  he  has  inspected 
nearly  400  houses  during  the  year  and  has  reported  for  your  consideration 
30  cases  of  defective  Sanitation.  I am  glad  to  know  on  the  same  authority 
that  the  Flamborough  drainage  has  worked  well  during  the  past  year,  and 
that  the  Speeton  scheme  of  sewerage  has  been  carried  out.  A break  up 
of  the  terminal  part  of  the  Eeighton  main-sewer  caused  a good  deal  of 
trouble,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  relay  that  part.  As  mentioned  in 
an  earlier  part  of  this  Report  I am  engaged  in  making  a special  survey  of 
the  village  of  Hunmanby,  where  defective  drainage  and  suspicious  water 
supply  have  been  the  cause  of  a good  deal  of  sickness.  At  the  beginniug 
of  the  year  I drew  your  attention  to  the  faulty  condition  of  the  Skipsea 
drainage  ; and  to  defects  in  that  of  Ulrome — some  of  these  latter  have 
been  remedied  by  clearing  the  ditches  of  superfluous  vegetation  and 
altering  the  gradient.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Keport  as  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1895. 

During  my  systematic  and  periodical  journeys,  visiting  each  Village 
or  Township,  I have  inspected  397  houses  and  premises,  and  in  addition  to 
the  cases  reported  to  you  (as  per  table  annexed)  have  in  numerous  cases 
after  verbal  notification  of  the  existence  of  nuisances  seen  the  recommend- 
ations for  removal  of  same  carried  into  effect. 

Water  Supply. — At  Flamborough  this  matter  is  apparently  at  a 
standstill,  the  financial  part  of  any  scheme  being  I believe  the  chief  cause. 
I would  suggest  for  consideration  one  or  two  modes  of  obtaining  the 
necessary  amount  to  be  expended  upon  any  scheme  namely : to  levy  a 
Special  Rate  over  a contributory  part  of  the  Parish  only,  for  instance  over 
house  property  in  a defined  area,  or  to  levy  the  Rate  over  the  whole  parish 
as  Special  Expenses  and  apply  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  power 
to  put  Sec.  9 of  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  in  force  and  ‘‘  recover 
water  rents  from  the  owner  or  occupier  of  every  dwelling  house  within  two 
hundred  feet  of  any  stand  pipe  provided  by  a Rural  District  Council  in  the 
same  manner  in  all  respects  as  if  the  supply  had  been  given  on  the 
premises.  Provided  that  if  any  such  dwelling-house  has  within  a reason- 
able distance,  and  from  other  sources,  a supply  of  wholesome  water 
sufficient  for  the  consumption  and  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  house,  no 
water  rents  shall  be  recoverable.”  The  former  suggestion  I think  would 
be  preferable  and  this  would  result  in  a considerable  saving  from  the 
householders  view  of  the  question,  as  at  present  it  is  a low  estimate  to  say 
that  each  householder  pays  from  20s.  to  25s.  yearly  for  the  present  scanty 
supply  of  water  by  purchase  from  the  persons  taking  same  in  barrels 
round  the  village. 

The  Sewers  at  Flamborough  have  received  regular  attention  during 
the  year,  having  been  periodically  fiushed  at  30  different  times,  and  during 
the  months  of  August  and  September  the  automatic  flushing  chambers 
were  allowed  to  be  continually  running.  The  several  Manholes  have  also 
been  regularly  cleaned  out  each  month. 
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Speeton: — There  has  been  a scheme  of  sewerage  completed  for  this 
village  during  the  year  at  the  expense  of  the  land  owner.  I would  suggest 
that  some  permanent  arrangement  be  made  for  the  frequent  cleaning  out  of 
the  whole  of  the  Gullies  connected  with  this  scheme  as  the  connections  to 
the  main  are  of  such  small  dimensions  that  any  quantity  of  deposit  finding 
its  way  into  the  mains  will  be  likely  to  cause  the  sewers  to  be  blocked. 

Hunmanby  : — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  at  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  commenced  to  make  a general  survey  of  the  sanitary  state 
of  this  township  by  house  to  house  visitation,  and  at  the  completion  a 
special  report  will  be  made  in  regard  to  this  place  from  the  particulars 
(which  are  numerous)  and  are  being  tabulated  for  the  purpose. 

Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1886. — There  are  now  54  Cow- 
sheds on  the  Register  shewing  an  increase  of  10  on  last  year  which  I have 
at  dilGferent  times  inspected  and  found  fairly  satisfactory.
